For many years the question 
of students paying exorbitant 
prices at the bookstore has come 
up. Recently el DON 
investigated the matter and was 
able to come up with some facts 
and figures from the office of 
Ronald Sabo, director of 
auxiliary services. 

All of the books sold at the 
Don Bookstore have a 
25-percent or less mark-up price. 
This profit margin is used to pay. 
for operating expenses and the 
balance is recycled into the ASB 
fund for various school 
activities. 

The reason some books seem 
so expensive is two-fold. The 
original cost is set by the 
publishers.

Jack Kobayashi, ground 
supervisor, appealed to the 
students, ‘It would help a lot if 
you would use the trash cans 
because we do not have enough 
manpower to maintain the 
landscape and keep the litter 
picked up too.” 


The ASB has started a 
clean-up drive on campus by 
putting Pitch-in signs on the 
hundreds of trash cans located 
around the school. 


Lovelady stated that coffee 
cups and campus promotion 
flyers contribute the largest 
amount of litter. The problem is 
compounded when trash cans in 
the more remote areas just 
disappear.

Every civilized nation, every state in the 

\ Union, and almost every formal organization or 

club is controlled by a set of fundamental laws 
and principles known as a constitution. 


The First Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States provides us with many 


personal rights, such as freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press. 

The language of the First Amendment 
provides that constitutional protection is given 
only to freedom of the press and not to the 
press, because only assurance for the 
interchange of ideas was desired. 

Newspapers are in business to inform the 
public about news when it happens. To acquire 
all the news, a reporter needs many confidential 
sources -- people who are moved by motives 
such as spite, financial reward or a desire to 
serve the public welfare by divulging what they 
know. 

These sources cannot risk exposure. 
Demanding the disclosure of a confidential 
source is likely to restrict the flow of 
information to the news media. And by doing 
so, it.may well interfere with the freedom of 
the press guaranteed by the First Amendment. 

The official protection of a reporter is 
known as a “shield law.”’ Due to this law, a

Security for a reporter is now 
complete in our state because protection has 
been extended also to any unpublished material 
such as notes, film and tape recordings one 
may collect while doing a story.
